Ms. Anastasio, our presentor, worked quickly and efficiently in 
setting up her equipment and did an excellent job in coordinating the work of 
her student assistants. Throughout, she maintained a high degree of enthusiasm 
for the show and our students. The entire presentation was a "clockwork" 
performance. ‘ 


Our students were very receptive to the information shared with them about 
computers through an entertaining format. The curriculum lesson plan coordi- 
nated well with the presentation and was explicit enough to be used by educators 
with varying degrees of computer expertise. 


In terms of audience reception, I would suggest that greater student involvement 
in the presentation itself would be valuable. The high point of the program for 
our middle school students seemed to be the use of a student to demonstrate the 
computer speech capabilities. I recommend that an increased emphasis be placed 
on the degree of darkness required for full appreciation of the presentation. 
Our gym, although dark, had skylights which subst antially distracted from the 
guality of the film presentation. 


We extend our compliments to Atari and Rick Trow Productions for this fine educational 
program and look forward to other opportunities to work with you.
